A second and more personal 


reason was that Lafond was about 
to lodge a complaint with poliet 
against "unknown persons" for 
embezzlement. These unknown 
persons were secret army agents 
who had fraudulently taken some 
of Lafond's investments in Alger- 
ia, 


Lafond, it appears, was warned 


not to lodge the complaint but 
he was going to ignore the warn- 
ing. 


The Lafond murder has proved 


that the secret army is desperate 
for money and will go after it 
by threatening banks and their 
directors. 


Another conclusion police have 


reached is that the secret army 
no longer does its own killing 
but hires murderers. Lafond was 
killed by a professional assassin. 


Police are guarding other bank- 


ers and banks, particularly the 
Bank of Rothschild, of which Pre- 
mier Pierre Pompidou is a former 
director. They also are guarding 
pro-Gaullist politicians. 


Lafond, 60, was both a promi- 


nent banker and an ardent Gaul* 
list. Three days before his death 
he had been invited to dinner by 
President Charles de Gaulle for 
what the French president terms 
a friendly and private exchange 
of views.

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Checkpoint Charlie Forms 
Stage for Berlin Drama

BERLIN (APl-lto Stir Span- 


gtod BWHMT fluttered brightly in 
the dreary fray morning. A few 
yards away were the iteel and 
concrete defense* of the hated 
Communist wall through Berlin. 


The Stan and Stripes were the 


only color in the drab surround- 
ings. An icy winter wind swept 
down deserted Friendrichstrasse, 
ones one of Berlin's busiest traf- 
fic lanes. 


Lt. Mayford Clay McCarter Jr. 


drove up in h!s Jeep to the shop 
that has been converted into a 
U.S. Army guard room. 


"What's up?" he asked. 
"Nothing new," replied Lt. Ed- 


ward G. Burke. 


Bc.-lia'a Heart 


It was the daily change of the 


officer in command of the five- 
man unit that guards the crossing 
point, known as Checkpoint Char- 
lie, in the heart of Berlin. 


The border between the Ameri- 


can and Soviet sectors has cut 
Friedrictotrasse in two. On the 
Eastern side, the East German 
Communists have set up their own 
checkpoint. 


There have been several crises 


at Checkpoint Charlie over vari- 
ous matters, the major one occur- 
ring in October 1961 when Ameri- 
can and Soviet tanks aimed their 
big guns at each other for 16 
tense hours. This came when the 
East Germans clamped down on 
entry of certain Americans into 
their sector. 


Finally the Soviet tanks were 


withdrawn, without explanation. 


On Guard 


Now there is only the handful 


of American and Allied soldiers 
in their whitewashed huts and a 
couple of cape-clad West Berlin 
policemen on duty. 


Across the line, bonier guards 


of the East watch at movable 
steel barriers, tommy guns at 
their shoulders, tramping aimless- 
ly to keep warm. 


Checkpoint Charlie has become 


one of the "musti" on the sight, 
seeing tours people from the West 
take when visiting Berlin. 


After the tank confrontation, the 


U.S. Army set up a wooden hut 
in the middle of Friedrichstrasse, 
painted it white outside and 
topped it with a big sign saying 
"Checkpoint Charlie." 


New Hut 


Recently, another, similar hut 


was added. On top of the Check- 
point Charlie sign went another. 
It said "Allied Checkpoint." 


Officers from one of the three 


U.S. battle groups making up the 
Berlin brigade are being assigned 
as officer in charge at Checkpoint 
Charlie. They're called OIC. 


Capt. Gilbert Jones, 29, opera- 


tions officer of the MP division 
at the U.S. Berlin brigade head- 
quarters, personally briefs new 
OlCs for their 30-day assignments 
at the checkpoint. 


The 20 MPs sent to Checkpoint 


Charlie are equally select soldiers, 
Jones explained. 


Warning System 


An elaborate warning system 


alerts the guards to the arrival of 
any Soviet vehicle from the East- 
ern side of Friedrichstrasse. 


One MP is stationed around the 


clock in a tiny observation post 
at a rooftop window in the six- 
story corner building facing the 
Communist side. 


As soon as he spots a Soviet 


vehicle, he presses a bell that 
rings in the checkpoint hut and 
the guardroom. By direct tele- 
phone he tells the guards down 
below what's coming. The OIC 


and guards tax* up position ac- 
cording to instructions. 


In addition to the on* to th* 


observation post, other phones in 
the hut are connected with the 
regular military net in Berlin. 


Fast Relay 


Om is constantly assigned to 


watch the telephones, making sure 
that whatever happens at sensi- 
tive Checkpoint Charlie is being 
relayed fast to top authorities for 
assessment.

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - Tur-

Inonu, pilots his wobbly govern-

An abortive coup d'etat, rumors 


of other coups and assassination 
plots, demonstrations and riots 
have plagued his regime. Drawing 
on a half-century of political sav- 
vy, the prime minister has beaten 
tils opponents at nearly every turn 
and kept his flagging coalition in 
line through the use of cajolery, 
threats, promise and compromise. 


When Inonu took over, Turkey 


was near economic chaos—hit by 
inflation, a shortage of consumer 
goods and foreign credits. Men- 
deres" near-dictatorial regime had 
a policy of short-term borrowing, 
plus investment in showy, politi- 
cally inspired projects. 


Inonu's hopes for success are 


interfering with military opera- 
tions there. 


Two shabby bars still operate. 


But military personnel don't fre- 
quent them although there are 
U.S-made pinball and bowling 
machines aplenty.

Nonfood Items 
Mean Cash for 
Supermarkets 


Health, Beauty 
Items Profitable 
For Big Stores

The next time you wheel a cart 


through a supermarket, chance* 
are you'll pick up a few nonfood 
items. 


Supermarket today check out 


about 70 per cent of the nation'! 
annual $56 billion food bill. 


But they also are proving to 


be attractive outlets for the sale 
of general merchandise. 


The volume of nonfood Items in 


supermarkets has grown a sensa- 
tional 14-fold in the last dozen 
years to an estimated $2.8 billion. 


This is small volume in relation 


to the nation's total food bill, 
but a survey by a Chicago-based 
trade group—the American Re- 
search Merchandising Institute 
(ARMI) — reveals that nonfood 
items now account for 30 to 47 
per cent of supermarkets' net 
profits. 


Most Profitable 


When you look at the general 


merchandise on sale, you can eas- 
ily see why it's profitable—espe- 
cially for the grocers. 


The average gross profit per 


food item runs between IS and 
20 per cent. 


Health and beauty aids, big 


markup items, now comprise 
about 50 per cent of the general 
merchandise volume in supermar- 
kets. 


The other half includes such 


items as housewares, kitchen 
gadgets, soft goods, lawn and gar- 
den accessories, stationery sup- 
plies, pet products and infant sup- 
plies. 


As many as 2,000 nonfood item* 


have been found in supermarkets, 
according to ARMI. 


Most general merchandise is not 


suitable for supermarket selling, 
ARMI executives say. They also : 
cite a recent survey by Du Pont 
Co. which shows that M per cent' 
of all supermarket nonfood pur- 
chases are made on impulse. 


To stimulate buying, rack job- 


bers constantly rotate nonfood 
items. They also try to integrate 
nonfoods with groceries, for ex- 
ample, to encourage a shopper to 
buy a baking pan with baking 
powder or the juice server with 
the juice.

In most ways, IDA's policies 


are the same as those of the World 
Bank. Its funds are entirely sep- 
arate, but the staff, management

Aspen Growth 


When the aspen growth follow- 


ed the cutting of the maple and 
pine which dominated the uplands 
and the swamp conifers and 
hardwoods which grew on the 
lowlands, the beaver population 
grew rapidly. 


But the lack of restrictions 


upon trapping in the half' cen- 
tury which followed the start of 
the logging boom in 1850 virtual- 
ly extinguished the species in 
most parts of the state by 1900, 
Knudsen recalled. 


With the launching of protec- 


tive laws, and some restocking 
of the species in promising dis- 
tricts during the last few dec- 
ades, the beaver vastly increased 
in numbers and ten years ago 
could be found in 60 of the 71 
counties, Knudsen reported.

Disease Major Worry 
For State's Rabbits 


Wildlife Specialists 
Find Evidence of 
Many Infestations 


Wisconsin's cottontail 
rabbits 


have more things to" worry about 
than dogs and buckshot Diseases 
and parasites plague them too. 


Wildlife specialists R. P. Han- 


son and T. M. Yuill, at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, say rabbits in 
their test pens are attacked each 
year by the grey flesh fly. a par- 
asite that spends its immature 


terial infection of the intestinal 
tract, the disease is worst during 
very cold spells. The research 
men have been able to repro- 
duce the disorder in the labora- 
tory by chilling the rabbits. When 
the animals get very cold the 
balance of microorganisms in the 
intestines get upset, bringing on 
the disease. 


In an experiment with internal 


parasite control in cottontails the 
researchers were able to raise 
the birth rate by 48 per cent in 
treated animals. The treatment 
reduced coccidia infestations by 


stages in the animal's muscle 151 per cent and round worm num- 


bers by about 48 per cent 
i. In 1960. 22 per cent of the 


litters checked and 16 per cent of 
the individuals had the parasite. 
In 1951 these percentages were 
13 and 10 respectively. 


This pest probably attacks the 


rabbits in the field in significant 
numbers, too, the researchers 
say. but they can't be sure un- 
til they run some field tests. One 
hint that natural populations are 
hit: recent high infestations of 
the fly in ranch mink in Wiscon 
sin. Washington and Iowa have 
been accompanied by declines in 
numbers of cottontails in those 
states.

LEIPZIG, East Germany (AP) 


•—East Germany, like every Com- 
munist country, is trying to bury 
private enterprise. Generally .it 
has succeeded, .but individualists 
boldly face the Communist, func- 
tionaries and carry on as if they 
were in a capitalist country. 


This correspondent met such a 


man while attending the Leipzig 
Industrial Fair. 


"I have a small factory near 


Leipzig and get along quite well, 
despite the fact that the Commu- 
nists know that I have no use 
for them," said the man, about 
45 who cannot be identified, 


How does he do it? 
"I produce a special line of 


equipment needed in a certain 
Industry. I conduct my own re- 
search, keep my factory in good 
shape, and pay my taxes. 


"When they tried to turn my 


factory into a state-run firm. I 
told them I would be glad if they 
took over but demanded a salary 
of 3.000 marks—$750— a month. 
The government would not pay it, 
And from then on I was left 
•lone." 


The salary he demanded was 


fantastically 
high, 
considering 


that the average worker gets 
about a fifth as much a month. 


It is not easy to keep the fac- 


tory running. Raw materials can 
be obtained only from the state. 


"I must put in requisitions, and 


sometimes it takes as much as 
six months to get what you need" 
he added. 


What about his political free- 


dom and the fact that commu- 
nism is being constantly pro- 
moted? 


"I ignore all of It completely, 


I live only for my family and for 
myself," he said. "The govern- 
ment be damned. 


"And, of course, we always 


watch Western television and 
listen to Western radio broad- 
casts, and that makes life bear- 
able."

the Asian subcontinent. 


It was last Oct. 20 that the 


Chinese unleashed a two-pronged 
attack against India. One prong 
hit the Ladakh section of Kashmir 
in the northwest. The second Chi- 
nese prong drove into India from 
the northeast. In both areas In- 
dian troops fled in disorder. 


Then, in an abrupt about-face 


last November, the Chinese or- 
dered a cease-fire. Their armies 
moved back in the northeast. But 
in Ladakh, where there are stra- 
tegic roads linking Sinkiang to 
Communist-dominated Tibet, the 
Chinese retained control of a 12,- 
000-square-mile chunk of territory. 


The lull in the fighting afforded 


diplomat* an opportunity to ar- 
range a settlement. In December 
1912, representatives of six Asian 
and African nations — Burma. 
Cambodia, Ceylon. Ghana. Indo- 
nesia and the United Arab Re- 
public—meeting in Colombo pul 
forth a plan for a demilitarized 
cease-fire zone. 


The Chinese were to pull back 


in Ladakh while Indian troops 
were to hold their positions. The 
demilitarized buffer zone between 
the front lines would be adminis- 
tered by civilians from both sides. 
This arrangement is actually a 
compromise b e t w e e n previous 
Chinese and Indian proposals. 


In the northeast, Indian troops 


would reoccupy most of the terri- 
tory evacuated by the Chinese 
after their self-proclaimed cease* 
ire. This would advance Indian 
ines up. 
Nehru has described the pro- 


posals as acceptable to India, and 
he Indian Parliament has given 
ts tacit approval to the Colombo 
>eace plan suggestions. 


However, there are reports that 


the Chinese will not accept the 
provision that Indian troops re- 
occupy areas in the northeast. 
There is speculation in some 
quarters that the Chinese may de- 
cide to strike for further gains. 


War or Peace? 


Indians are being told by their 
eaders that the struggle against 
he Chinese will be a long one. 
hroughout the country there has 


been a surge of patriotic fervor 
and determination to defeat the 
Chinese. 


There has even been upheaval 


in the Indian Communist party as 
>ro-Chiness leaders have been 
orced from power. The party 
las echoed the Indian govern- 
ment's stand on the Colombo con- 
ference cease-fire proposals. 


India, meanwhile, is looking to 


its defenses. There has been talk 
of the U. S. and other Western 
countries providing an air urn 
brella should the Chinese unleash 
their planes against Indian cities. 


Nehru, attempting to cling to 


his nonalignment policy, has ac- 
cepted the first four of 12 prom- 
ised Soviet jet fighter planes. 
Though of little military signifi- 
cance, it is an irony of history 
that the Soviets should supply In- 
dia with equipment that may be 
used in a fight against Communist 
China. 


Renewed fighting is a possibil- 


ity, but there is also a good 
chance that the Colombo peace 
plan will provide the basis for n 
settlement of Sino-Indiafl differ- 
ences. 


Talk oa Kashmir 


With his country hard-pressed 


by the Chinese, Prime Minister 
Nehru has agreed to discuss with 
Pakistan the 15-year-old dispute 
over the control and ownership of 
the Vale of Kashmir. 


It would obviously be to India's 


advantage if the Kashmir dispute 
were settled. The Indian army 
could then concentrate on de 
fense against the Chinese. U. S 
diplomats are on the scene, try 
ing to bring the talks to a sue 
cessful conclusion. 


The U. S. has a high stake i 


iie future of India, to which i 
has given some $4 billion worth o 
economic aid. By virtue of its siz 
and importance, India has be- 
come a sort of test case to see 
whether democratic institution 
and methods can produce satis

Rockefeller of New York spent 
a pleasant and obviously fruitful 
day with the leading Republican 
politicians of Wisconsin Saturday 
in preparation for his bid for • 
presidential nomination next year. 


There might have been some 


misgivings in the mind of the 
man who has personified the 
cause of Republican liberalism in 
national Republican affairs about 
his prospects for making any sig- 
nificant penetration of the usually 
conservative Wisconsin party. 
But they must have been dis- 
pelled by his uniformly cordial 
reception and the repeated as- 
surance of ranking local poli- 
ticians in a series of private 
meetings that he appears to be 
the most promising of the pos- 
sible challengers of President 
Kennedy in 1964. 


Growing Acceptance 


The growing acceptance 
of 


Rockefeller among Wisconsin par- 
ty politicians is compounded of 
several elements. One is the rea- 
lization that he may be the only 
man who will actively seek the 
party nomination. Another is the 
increasingly obvious fact that be 
is far out ahead of the field, 
whatever names may yet turn 
up Finally, even among the most 
hard-shelled conservatives, there 
is a reluctant conviction 
that 


he will probably be the most 
effective nominee against an in- 
cumbent Democratic president 


Rockefeller came to serve as 


orator at the Republican party's 
most important annual organiza- 
tion function — the $100 a plate 
dinner held yearly to fuel the 
party's exchequer. 


Check Book Voters 


His audience consisted of the 


men who vote with their check 
books as well as at the polls. 
In the past, dinner speakers have 
tended to be party regulars and 
conservatives. There were some 
worries about ticket sales this 
year, but the reported total of 
more than 2,000 was apparently 
satisfactory. If some of the old 
war horses of the party stayed 
away, and it was not certain that 
they did, some new places at the 
Milwaukee auditorium were oc- 
cupied by others of more liberal 
persuasion who did not turn out 
when Sen. Barry Goldwater, for 
example, came to deliver Ms 
more conservative sermons in oth- 
er years. 


A year ago, a poll by this re- 


porter of the party organization 
leaders in the counties showed a 
preference for Goldwater as the 
presidential nominee in 1964. 


Plainly the Arizona senator to- 


day retains a powerful hold on 
the affections of the regulars of 
the party machine, but they now 
appear persuaded that he is not 
a serious alternative choice to 
Rockefeller as a presidential can- 
didate.

Hruska, who is the museum's 


curator for anthropology, outlined 
the refuse pit contained m a n y 
broken pot parts, scrapers, ham- 
mer-stones, flint fragments and 
considerable fire-cracked r o c k 
The latter rocks were stones 
which had been brought in to put 
around fires.

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Traveling Symphony Orchestra Truly 


Says Former Trouper

Musicians, taken individually, are often creatures 


apart, living an emotion-packed life colored by in- 
spiration and hard, dogged work. Under proper cir- 
cumstances, musicians collectively become an instru- 
ment of wondrous beauty. 


In 10 days, just such an instrument will perform 


at Appleton High School when the Kansas City Sym- 
phony makes its appearance under the sponsorship of 
the King's Daughters for the benefit of the YMCA 
building and the St. Elizabeth Hospital moderniza- 
tion funds. 


When Hans Schweiger raise his baton, the collec- 


tive musicians will become one; but in the course of 
their coming and going, a sea-change is brought about, 
and.the mobile city of 80 individuals becomes some- 
thing truly apart. 


We have this on good authority. Mrs. I. L. Heiberg, 


722 Carver Lane, Menasha, trouped for several sea- 
sons with the St. Louis Symphony. She now is a teach- 
er at the Lawrence Conservatory. A resume of her 
experiences and observations may help add to the 
appreciation of the Kansas City Symphony on March 
13. 


Onerous Tactics 


The mechanics of getting a symphony on tour 


and keeping it more or less happy and intact are as 
onerous as an army's. The 100 musicians of the St. 
Louis orchestra were shepherded by a personnel man- 
ager who doubled as a cellist. 


It was his duty to canvass the tour route for ac- 


commodations and make suitable reservations. Two 
stage hands traveled with the orchestra to prepare 
the stage and dressing rooms for the performances, 
and the entire entourage traveled in three buses. 


The personnel of the orchestra can follow the 


manager's arangements. But with per diem expenses 
in their pockets, the orchestra members often go their 
own way, making the manager's job even more thank- 
less than it should be. 


Family men invariably cancelled reservations in 


better hostelries to find rooms in less pretentious 
quarters to save money. This often presented the rath* 
er ludicrous picture of a gentleman in tails emerging 
from something akin to a flophouse. 


Members of the orchestra-often shared accom- 


modations to save money and at times there was an 
attempt to get as many as possible in a room to split 
up the costs. 


Mrs. Heiberg said orchestra members welcomed 


tours in resort areas during the off season since or- 
dinary room rent often brought luxurious suites. The 
Musicians lucky enough to draw such a room aswgn-

ment were nearly honor-bound to invite a good .num- 
ber of the orchestra in for a party. 


The diverse personalities in an orchestra become 


apparent on tour, Mrs. Heiberg said, recalling one 
musician who dabbled in grain futures. 


He took the opportunity of a tour to survey the 


countryside for the benefit of his hobby. As soon as 
the orchestra would get settled, the grain speculator 
would stick his head out of his hotel window and 
shout, "How's soybean doing here?" 


A hallmark of any traveling troupe is the ever- 


present poker game. In each of the buses there would 
be a game going on atop violin cases balanced on the 
players' knees at the back of the bus. Registration 
at the hotel and even the performance were interrup- 
tions barely tolerated. 


Enthusiasm Lost 


A repertory is prepared for the tour and the 


musicians and conductor eventually lose their original 
enthusiasm for the music. The end result often is a 
performance of a flamboyance that taxes the musi- 
cians to the utmost under the satanic grin of the 
baton wielder. It's a bonus for the audience. 


The routine of the tour is broken In other ways 


too, and sometime plains don't come out as set. 


In New Orleans, Mrs. Heiberg and a group from 


her bus chartered a fishing boat. All went well until 
the motor failed and the group of musicians started 
drifting aimlessly in the Gulf. After an agonizing 
time, the Coast Guard spied a make-shift distress 
signal—a shirt on an oar—and the musicians just 
barely made it to the concert. 


After a performance at Fort Worth, Mrs. Heiberg 


took a side trip to visit a sister in Dallas sure that 
she could fly to Wichita Falls in time for the concert. 
However, a sand storm blew up, grounding all planes 
and preventing road travel. It was the only concert 
she missed and the only time she attempted any side 
trips. 


Many musicians stay immersed in their music. 


Practice is unending and when an orchestra has an 
especially fine musician with it, he often gives les- 
sons. Once St. Louis had an oboist who was a top 
musicologist, ancient instrument collector and art 
expert. The tour with him. Mrs. Heiberg said, was an 
advanced course in art appreciation. 


Although tours last from two to three weeks, the 


extensive bus travel poor diet and lack of sleep 
cause a considerable number of colds: the exhaustion, 
Mrs. Heiberg said, usually struck the men. The women 
usually didn't collapse until the end of the tour.

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Miller-Gunsmith Made Fantastic Weapons 


Gun Buffs Enthused by Work 
Of Chilton's Ernst Dumke

CHJLTON—The guns Ernst Dumke built belong to that bygone era of the 


gunsmithing trade when a craftsman's work could be identified with him as 
distinctly as his penned signature: 


Ernst Dumke, the community's miller-gunsmith for many years, turned out 


some fantastic weapons. Multi-barrelled mongrels, most of Dumke's guns were 
impractical but all were truly remarkable accomplishments considering the 
tools n»th which the inventive "smith" worked. 


Complete with a churning water-wheel, the massive old stone grist mill along 


Chilton's E. Mam Street that housed his work bench would have been a delight- 
ful Mecca for the gun buffs of today. Guns of almost every size, type and shape, 
in various stages of completion, were to be found on the long bench. The mighty 
wooden posts linking floor and ceiling in the mill were nearly perforated with 
bullet holes, the result of years and years of test firing. 


Rusted Relic 


The writer's interest in the late gunsmith's work was rekindled recently 


when his four-year-old son returned home from a foray at an uncle's farm 
proudly bearing a rusted relic and determinedly announced it was to be his 
"toy gun." , 


Gasoline, emery paper and oil uncovered a three-barrelled half-rifle, half- 


pistol Dumke creation The gun was primarily a long barrelled pistol with a 
detachable rifle stock; the latter, much like the German machine pistols of 
past wars. 


Double hammers, clearly hand-fashioned from metal files, fired a side-by-side 


"double" chambered for the .44 W.C.F, a popular pistol and repeating rifle 
cartridge of the day. Below was a 32 caliber barrel, somewhat shorter than 
the double above. 


Making the band-made gun even more of a marvel was the single trigger. 


Successive pulls of the trigger fired the pair of .44's just as in the fine shotguns 
of today. A sliding selector button on the side of the action diverted one ham- 
merfall to the .32.

Simple Tools

This describes but one gun. There were many, 


many others, each fashioned by hand with simple 
tools and one more unusual than the next. Those 
simple tools—mostly hand tools and a pot-bellied 
stove that doubled for a forge—were powerfully aug- 
mented by infinite patience and genuine know-how. 


Dumke had all the earmarks of a fine gunsmith. 


He could repair anything that burned gunpowder, 
including muskets, and could turn out a beautiful 
gunstock. But primarily he was an innovator, and 
when he could take the barrels off three or four guns 
and put them together into one workable unit, he 
was happiest 


The grist mill was his basic source of revenue, 


but guns must certainly have been bis first love. He 
built, sold, bought and traded guns until bis private 
collection numbered more than 100. Dumke died in 
1944 at the age of 90. He laid down bis gunsmithing 
tools just two weeks before bis death. 


The collection, which undoubtedly included some 


valuable guns, was disposed of after Dumke's death. 
The writer has located four of the weapons the gun- 
smith fashioned. Besides the aforementioned, there 
is a double barrelled 20-gauge shotgun pistol with a 
.45 caliber barrel and an over-under double barrelled 
pistol with the unlikely combination of a .25 and a 
.38. A Chiltoo man, Henry Grenzer, owns the guns. 


A four-barrel shotgun rounds out the meager 


findings. A 12-gauge double with a richly finished 
cherry stock provides the basis for the cumbersome 
gun. It has a .22 rimfire on top and a .44 on the bot- 
tom. The gun employs double triggers and a selector 
lever. 


The gun was versatile and accurate. However, it

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Murder 
Will Out

Both Lady Macbeth and Adolph Eichmann learned 


that murder will out. And the Communists have to 
admit, secretly of course, that some of their servings 
of propaganda have been just too lumpy to swallow. 


Such an instance is the strange death' of Jan 


Masaryk on March 10, 194e-just 15 years ago today. 
It was less than two weeks after the Communist coup 
(Feb. 25th) of Czechoslovakia; the Commie leaders 
announced his death was suicide, that he jumped 
from an upper floor window of the foreign ministry 
building in Prague. But immediately there were many 
who were inclined to believe that Masaryk didn't 
jump voluntarily—at a time so convenient to the 
Communist interests. 
• 


Jan Masaryk, son of Thomas G. Masaryk—famous 


Czech statesman and president—and an American 
woman, Charlotte Garrigue, was foreign minister of 
Czechoslovakia at the time of his death. His political 
career had taken him out of Prague various times 
before, once as part of a government in exile (1940) 
but he had always returned. It was also clear he had 
no love for totalitarian methods; he resigned as for- 
eign affairs minister to Great Britain in September, 
1938 in protest against the British-French capitula- 
tion to Hitler at Munich. So the question remains- 
did he jump or was he pushed? 


Some day it may become dear that his "suicide" 


was more Red hog-wash—like the "Peace and Friend- 
ship" line which the Soviets have been pushing on 
special stamp issues for the various World Youth 
Festivals. Such stamps nave appeared from East Ger- 
many, Romania, Hungary, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia- 
all showing youth of different races in buddy-buddy 
poses. 


Just recently African students from Ghana and 


other new Dark-Continent republics have returned 
home from studies in various Iron Curtain cities, and 
report that on a day-by-day basis, a real living-to- 
gether situation the "love and understanding" bit is 
just another facade. The specifics of treatment re- 
ceived by.tbese African students in the Russian back- 
yard thoroughly explode another Communist myth.

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Nof Spring Fever 


Ever so often we have a sort of col- 


lective nightmare. It seems to come around 
the last frigid days of winter or during the 
early spring but it has nothing to do with 
the weather. 


In this bad dream a monster appears 


at our window and then flies off to Madison 
to what appears to be some type of govern- 
ment building. He looks quite a bit like 
Adolf Hitler, only he is bald like Khrush- 
chev and has the fringe of a Castro beard. 
We never catch his name but wherever 
he is he pulls the strings, the levers, the 
wheels. There is no restriction at all upon 
what he can do or how he spends the mon- 
ey scrounged out of the citizens of Wis- 
consin. 


How did this tyrant get in control? He 


ran for office and put his program up for 
a referendum in the spring election. Then 
he paid a handful of people to vote for it, 
easily overcoming the small opposition that 
bothered to go to the polls. 


Ten Years After 


There have been a lot of generalized 


conclusions tossed about this last week 
because Stalin died ten years ago. In 
the eager, sometimes almost desperate at- 
tempt to find signs that the Soviet Union 
is abandoning its efforts to rule the world, 
a few writers have tried to emphasize 
that things are a lot different under 
Khrushchev than under Stalin. But it is 
obviously far too soon to tell. One positive 
fact about Communism is that its adherents 
take a long view of history. 


Certainly a search for ways to end the 


spectre of a world either plunged into 
nuclear war or controlled by a Communist 
state is honorable. But exactly what 
changes have taken place since Stalin was 
laid to uneasy rest ten years ago? 


There was an easing of tensions within 


the Soviet Union immediately after the 
demise. But the reasons are not clear. It 
may have been because of less emphasis 
upon the revolutionary and aggressive 
aspects of Communism. It may have been 
because Stalin had extreme fears of en* 
cirdement that his successors, secure in 
the knowledge of their own military might, 
do not experience. It may have been be- 
cause there was so much intrigue that 
Khrushchev had no time or authority in 
his early years to exercise great power. 


Under Khrushchev, there have been no 


violent and brutal purges of old Bolshe- 
viks, no planned starvations of millions, no 
mass murders before a huge open grave. 
But the circumstances are different. There 
are few old Bolsheviks or rigidly independ- 
ent Ukrainians left and the Soviet Union 
has not been engaged in a hot war. Khrush- 
chev can hardly be praised for not doing 
something that he didn't think needed 
doing. 


On the credit side for the free world, 


there has not been much indication of the 
newly developing nations turning to Com- 
munism for salvation as there was ten 
years ago. Africa has disappointed Russia 
so far. India and Pakistan still maintain 
the fallacy of neutralism but they have 
shown signs of opposition to Soviet control. 
Gold Gap 


The continued big gap between Amer- 


ican gold reserves and foreign short term 
claims apparently is really beginning to 
concern the Kennedy Administration. At 
any rate the Federal Reserve system has 
ssnt up a balloon that short term interest 
rates might be boosted. 


The problem is serious although econ- 


omists differ as to whether or not it is 
critical. There has been a tremulous 
change in the relationship between our 
gold stocks and the short term claims in 
the last ten years. In 1953 our gold stock 
totalled about $22 billion while the claims 
were only a little more than $9 billion. 
But this year the claims have gone up to 
$20 billion and the reserves have dropped 
to about $16 billion. If the unexpected 
happened and all the claimants suddenly 
demanded gold we would be unable to ful- 
fill the demands. 


Actually American export income is 


considerably more than the money that 
goes to foreign countries through purchase 
of imports. But our extensive foreign aid 
programs and the spending overseas be- 
cause of our vast military commitments 
causes the gap. Nor has it gone down much 
since stop-gap measures were taken. The 
unsatisfactory balance of payment deficit 
was $3.9 billion in 1980. $2.4 billion in 1961 
and $2.2 billion in 1962. Hope thai it would 
be wiped out altogether by a great increase 
in American exports, the use of dollars to 
buy military equipment in the U. S. and 
the discouragement of American loun;-t 
spending abroad has been abandoned. U 
isn't enough.

If the Communists were half as smart 


as their enthusiastic backers or most terri- 
fied detractors insist, all they would have 
to do to take over the United States little 
by little would be to put up candidates and 
programs in the spring elections. When a 
bare 25 per cent of the registered voters 
bother to cast a ballot, what sort of "repre- 
sentative" government do we have? 


There is a vast split within the Communist 
camp and Khrushchev does not hold undis- 
puted sway over as many Communists as 
Stalin did. Tito has come back but Mao 
Tse-tung has split away. 


But on the debit side, the Berlin Wall is 


up and getting higher and more permanent 
every day. The repression of Hungary was 
everything that Stalin would have ap- 
proved. Communism now has control of a 
nation in the Western Hemisphere. Laos 
slips closer and closer to the chaos that 
will probably mean the triumph of Com- 
munism. Despite the billions sent into 
Vietnam and the active support of Amer- 
ican soldiers, there is no clear indication 
that the Communists are being defeated. 


Within Russia, more consumer goods, 


and the enthusiasm over space vehicles and 
nuclear devices may actually have tuned 
down the efforts to take over the world. 
The first lesson in the Communist primer 
is that the defeat of capitalism is inevitable. 
There are signs that some Russian leaders 
far prefer to let the event come gradually 
than by war. 


But there may also be some hard les- 


sons learned that the free world will never 
accept Communism except through mili- 
tary defeat. 


There are no real indications that the 


Soviet Union has given up its intentions of 
leading the world to salvation through the 
tenets of Marx as interpreted by Lenin. 
Nor does there seem much chance that 
Russia is going to be strangled into sub- 
mission'to the free world. The cold war 
will continue and whether or not it would 
be a hotter one if Stalin were still alive is 
irrelevant. 


But of major importance will be the 


next ten years during the time before Red 
China perfects a nuclear bomb. Khrush- 
chev at present seems securely in control. 
At this period in history we'd rather have 
him there than a lot of other Communists. 
But let no one underestimate how far into 
the future his eyes are looking as far as 
Communism and his own portrait for pos- 
terity are concerned.

Recollections of one of the true giants of American 


merchandising enlivened an evening'* conversation recent- 
ly when I happened to sit in on a dinner after buitiieu 
(IRS please note) with three long-time officiate of Mont- 
gomery Ward and Co, The subject of the conversation was 
the late Sewell Avery. 


These men still spoke of "the old nan" 


with some awe, but each was trying to out- 
do the other in bringing back from memory 
, some of Mr. Avery's arbitrary principles of 
: the retail business. 


One of these was that nothing, not even 


a counter sign, in a store could protrude 
I above the height of the second button on 


i his suit coat—"second button height" ai 
1 the rule went. He wanted customers to be 
able to see throughout the store. It gave the 


' 
customers a friendly feeling, he believed. 


Mr. Avery would walk about the store on an inspection 


trip measuring heights against his second button. And 
knocking down any protruding signs. In fact he didn't be- 
lieve much in signs either. One of the store managers, re- 
called accompanying Mr. Avery on a tour. After they had 
walked by a counter sign he wheeled and asked: "What 
did that sign back there say?" The manager didn't know. 
"See," he declared, "no one reads signs. Merchandise 
speaks for itself." 


Mr. Avery believed firmly that Ward customers 


couldn't afford cheap merchandise, and even if they want- 
ed it they should be prevented from buying it. 


One day he picked up an end table, grabbed a leg and 


easily pulled it off. "Throw it out," he ordered. "And tell 
headquarters to get rid of this junk." 


Likewise he allowed no unfinished furniture to be 


sold—a field one of his competitors promptly took over. 
Or anything but traditional styles. Blond maple made him 
scream. 


Ward's could sell nothing but wooden boats. When • 


buyer stocked up on new aluminum models, he ordered 
them dumped at a huge loss. 


He had an iron clad ceiling on the construction cost of 


new stors buildings. When the Ward store in Gary, Ind. 
burned down, and construction bids exceeded this ceiling 
by a few cents he cancelled the job. The prime location in 
downtown Gary stood vacant for 15 years. 


And 100 per cent of a store's space had to be used for. 


retailing. Storage, garage space, etc., was provided in sep- 
arate buildings. He'd go to the wall of a building and 
pound on it with his fists to make sure the manager wasn't 
concealing storage space behind a partition. 


He had come up in the business as a catalogue man and 


never quite got used to retail selling. He had no use for 
publicity men but ironically brought Ward's its greatest 
publicity when he refused to vacate his office when the' 
Army took over the company on government orders during 
the war and was carried struggling from the building. . 


With his retirement and death Ward management en- 


tered a new era with modern ideas, but the old-timeri 
when they reunion still talk about "the old man." 


" * * * 


I have often observed that such men of unusual person- 


al and rugged character are usually behind the building of 
great businesses, but in later years it ta*kes a different 
type of individual to administer a large and successful bus- 
iness. 


I have the feeling that with the complexities of bus- 


iness today, requiring staff and team approaches to man- 
agement, we see fewer and fewer business giants stand- 
ing out from the others like Mr. Avery. And the business 
world will be the drabber for their disappearance. 


* * * 
What vast changes have been wrought in the retail 


business in the last 15 years or so! Discussing this recently, 
a retail friend sketched the development of self-service 
merchandising. It started with the PX during the war, he 
theorized. Then it spread to the war surplus store immedi- 
ately after the war, then to the supermarket, etc.

HOLLYWOOD — Shakespeare may have believed 


the play's the thing, but the moviemakers of Holly- 
wood—and for that matter the millions who have 
crowded theaters for most of this century—are con- 
vinced otherwise. 


What both realized is that without the magnetic 


personality, the persuasive charm and the sultry 
sexiness of an actor or an actress; the movies would 
be nowhere—just plain nowhere. 


And after viewing hundreds of films for his out- 


standing documentaries on the motion picture indus- 
try, David L. Wolper is probably the best qualified to 
say unequivocally: "Stars are the flesh and blood of 
the movies." 


That's why Wolper chose to cap his trilogy about 


motion picture history with "Hollywood: The Great 
Stars" which will be presented Wednesday, at 9 p.m. 
on ABC-TV. 


"We had originally planned to unreel Hollywood's 


story m two parts, first its silent era and then its 


growth and maturity in the fabulous era of the Thir- 
ties and Forties. 


"But as we began work on the project, we soon 


realized it would be impossible to tell the full Holly- 
wood story in just two hours," said Wolper, the sandy- 
haired new-style movie mogul. 


"How would we ever be able to tell the full story 


of Clark Gable who gave manhood a new meaning in 
America, or the strange way a Valentino or Boyer 
held movie fans, or the warmth with which the taci- 
turn Gary Cooper was welcomed. 


"What our first two shows, 'Golden Years' and 


'Fabulous Era,' lacked was the time ta develop the 
reasons for the legends that sprang up around the 
greats of the screen," Wolper said. 


"Only by seeking to understand what made a star,

Because pasting together film clips has never been

Love Affairs 


"What we are seeking to do is to show the fascin- 


ating parellels and equally fascinating changes in the 
love affair between fans and stars. 


"You know Hollywood didn't always have stars. 


In the early days, the silent screen audiences could 
only guess who the funny fat man was or the name of 
the little girl with blonde curls," said Flaum. 


"When D W. Griffith established the close-up as 


a motion picture technique, he gave impetus to a 
development in motion pictures that is still with Os 
today. Actors had identity, they could—with a dash- 
ing or romantic portrayal on the screen—become the 
idols of a nation." 


And that is exactly what happened as "Great 


Stars" will so vividly illustrate. 


In the silent era it was the uniquely comedic 


Charlie Chaplin, the swashbuckling Fairbanks, the 
silent Westerner William S. Hart or the exotic Theda 
Bara who caused lines to form wherever marquee 
lights lit up. 


Even when the talkies came along in 1927, movie 


fans found that with little difficulty, they could trans- 
fer their allegiances. 


The derring-do of Fairbanks was duplicated by the 


vigor of Errol Flynn, the strong and silent Hart found 
his counterpart in Gary Cooper and the loyal legions 
who worshipped Valentino suddenly found they were 
on Cloud Nine when Charles Boyer spoke of love. 


Screen Idols 


Identifying with their heroes on the screen wasn't 


enough. Audiences craved to know those whom they 


- idolized—their love affairs and their spats, the meals 
they ate and the clothes they wore. 


"Curiously enough," Flaum points out, "it also 


depended on whether the private life of a star fitted 
the screen image as to how he or she remained atop 
a pedestal. 


"No better examples of this," he said, "are the 


cases of Rita Hayworth and Ingnd Bergman. 


"To moviegoers, Hayworth was the love goddess. 


When she married Aly Khan and romped on the 
Riviera—she was in character. 


"Not so Bergman. Moviegoers knew her as the 


saintly nun of 'Bells of St. Mary's' What then of her 
eloping with Rosselini on an Italian isle? 


"Quite simple. She was banished and disavowed 


by her fans. It was several years before she found 
the antidote for box office poison." 


In some future era a historian of Hollywood will 


try to measure whether Elizabeth Taylor or Marilyn 
Monroe—each with their marriages, loves and ill- 
nesses—must be accorded the title of the most pub- 
licized star of all time. 


No matter who wins, the fact will remain that a 


star's private life is a major key to creating the 
legend that is a prelude to screen immortality.

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From Farce to Nightmare 


Young Cranksluiw. By Cecil Hemley. Harcourt, 


Brace* World. $4.50. 


This is a book that begins in farce and ends in 


something like nightmare, that briskly proceeds from 
episodes of slapstick comedy to scenes of harrowing 
betrayal and corruption. 


At the outset one is reminded of the early Evelyn 


Waugh, but at the book's conclusion, one knows why 
it is dedicated not to that master of the glittering and 
ruthless farce, but to Isaac Bashevis Singer, who 
presides in his own tales over a slice of existence 
where demons romp, and where the good man (I. £. 
Schnuch) if a fool of God, twisted on the racks of an 
evil world. 


Marvelous Spoof 


At the outset one thinks, what a marvelous spoof, 


/vhat a fine movie "Young Crankshaw" would make, 
especially if its locale were shifted from the New 
York of the 1930s to London, so that the wan Ian 
Carrnichael could play the diffident, well-meaning 
Crankshaw, and Peter Sellers the nasty villain Raf- 
ferty, who gets his way in everything. 


But by the time we have finished the book we 


see that decent John Crankshaw has become the con- 
fused non-hero of much modern fiction, the offspring 
of a decaying society; and that Rafferty has risen 
(descended?) to a triumphantly evil figure of almost 
Satanic proportions. 


This is also to say that the author has two vastly 


engrossing books on his mind at the same time, 
which cannot be easily fused between the same covers. 


Ineffectual Fellow 


Young Crankshaw is a generous, ineffectual fel- 


low, with bis head stuffed full of unattainable goals 
ef becoming a great author. He has fallen out with 


his parents, whom he considers, not without Justice, 
to have gene spiritually stale. His term for their con- 
dition would be bourgeoise. 


In his distorted reading of reality, he falls in with 


the local communists, who turn out to be barren 
misfits rebelling for the sake of venting their own 
variety of impotence and self-hatred. 


Thus far we have book number one, and a terribly 


funny book it is, with one of the most hilarious seduc- 
tion scenes imaginable. But Hemley is not content to 
roast the misfits and show them up for the mean- 
spirited people they are, and then to detail the coming 
of age of his non-hero. He is too interested in the 
problem of evil spawned in a corrupt world to develop 
the book along this early-Waugh-like line. 


Thus enters Rafferty, the self-seeking poet for 


whom "the world was divided into benefactors and 
enemies." Rafferty wheedles, betrays and seduces 
everyone in sight, including poor Crankshaw's bride- 
to-be, and very soon the story in book number two 
stops being funny as it speeds on its way to Us sear- 
ing denouement.

Designer of Cultural Center Ranks 
With Giants of U. S. Architecture 


The Evolution ot an Architect. By Edward Durell 


Stone. Horizon Press. $15. 


On the night of Nov. 29, thousands of Americans 


attended fund-raising dinners for the 830 million Na- 
tional Cultural Center, to be built in Washington. ~ 


In a sens* the occasion (linked by closed-circuit 


television) was a coast-to-coast tribute to the center's 
architect, Stone. Speaking in Washington, Mrs. Jac- 
queline Kennedy described the plans as "Mr. Stone's 
beautiful building." At a companion dinner in" New 
York, the master of ceremonies called Stone "Amer- 
ica's greatest living architect." 


Stone, a chronically modest man, looked pained. 


Nevertheless, in the past 10 years or so critics 


around the world have placed him beside the giants 
•f architecture, Frank Lloyd Wright <his own idol), 
LeCorbuaer, Gropius, Saarinen and Yamasaki, to 
name only a few. 


'Must' Reading 


His book is more than an autobiography. It Is 


much more than a treatise on architecture—although, 
with 400 photographs, drawings and sketches, it will 
•* a "must" for budding builders. It is primarily a 
ctmnentary on our times by an urbane and miliied 
observer. Its duel quality is his astringent Arkansas 
humor, (lie was born in Fayettevilk, a "hotbed of 


tranquility.") You need not be interested in architec- 
ture to enjoy this book. 


He traces the sequence of events that ted a moun- 


tain boy from his carpenter's shop in the Ozarks to a 
drafting board in New York City. He relates the rea- 
soning behind his widely admired buildings, the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art in New York, the U. S. Embassy 
hi India, the American Pavilion at the Brussels World 
Fair, university buildings in California, New York, 
North Carolina and the Middle East, and a profusion 
of others around the globe. 


And he has a good deal of fun as he goes along. 


Example— 


"I recently told my Catholic friend, Father Ford, 


tbat in anticipation of getting to Heaven 1 was taking 
no chances. I was working on a synagogue in Wash- 
ington, a mosque in Pakistan, a monastery in South 
Carolina, a Presbyterian church in Washington, a 
Unitarian church in Schenectady, a Methodist church 
in Alaska, and for the 1984 New York's World Fair. 
a Christian Science pavilion. I suggested to him that 
out of this list somebody was bound to have the right 
word and assure the salvation of my souL" 
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Professor Gives 
Needle to Hacks 


The Deadlock of Democracy. By James MacGregor 


Burns. Prentice Hall. $5.95. 


This is the breeziest ventilation of American poli- 


tics in many a moon. 


It was written by a professor, but he certainly 


bears no resemblance to those campus hermits who 
too often grind out dull pages littered with cerebral 
dandruff. 


Burns is full of ideas and opinions, and he isn't 


afraid to express; them in a language filled with vita- 
mins. He seems to relish giving the needle to voters 
in general, Democrats. Republicans and party hacks 
of all stripes, but he has some kind things to say 
about modern mugwumps who manage to get a little 
life into corny politics. 


Picks Up Speed 


True, he takes nearly half the book to give the 


reader a historical review of our country's govern- 
mental practices, but then he picks up speed. 


His main thesis-is that we have a Madisonian sys- 


tem, rather than a Jeffersonian, and our checks and 
balances have become so entangled that our Presi- 
dents are hamstrung by congressional coalitions. 


His subtitle is "Four-Party Politics in America." 


He identifies the present parties as the Roosevelt- 
Truman-Stevenson-Kennedy Presidential Democrats; 
the Willkie-Dewey-Eisenhower-Rockefeller 
Presiden- 


tial Republicans; the John Garner - Howard Smith- 
Harry Byrd-John McClellan Congressional Democrats 
and the Allen Treadway-Robert Taft-Charles Halleck 
Congressional Republicans. 
^ 


He makes some tart and penetrating analyses of 


the headaches and handicaps which plague both the 
Democrats and the Republicans. His cracks about 
voters and politicians are bipartisan. 


Readers of either party will redden at some of the 


things Burns says, but they will cheer for some of 
his other passages: The over-all effect of the book is 
to take the gaseous, musty pomposities out of politics. 
The fresh air is welcome.

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Basque Cooking Simple, Yet Among Finei 


Piperade Classic Dish 


Worth Trying 


Piperade, not quite an omelet and not quite 


scrambled eggs, is a classic dish of the Basque coun- 
try of Spain. Made with pimiento-stuffed olives, 
green pepper, tomato, ham and garlic, it's a colorful 
supper favorite in white-washed farmhouse and coun- 
try inn alike. It's a dish to be savored on a flowered 
terrace for those lucky enough to be visitors in the 
Pyrenees mountain country of noithern Spain. 


Trout, salmon, crayfish, eel and cuttlefish from 


mountain streams, anchovies and shrimp from ocean 
and sea, chicken and lamb are other mainstays of the 
Basque cuisine These usually are served with rice, 
flavorful as the eggs with olives, red or green pepper 
and garlic. 


The mountainous Basque country also is known 


for its game The liver from wild doves, quail or 
other game birds, is cooked in consomme and com- 
bined with pimiento-stuffed olives to make a filling 
for a hunter's omelet. Chicken livers are a good Amer- 
ican substitute Serve such an omelet with corn, giv- 
ing it a Basque touch of chopped red pepper and 
onion. 


Piperade or Basque Eggs 


I green peppe?, thinly sliced 
1 large onion, finely sliced 
2 cloves garlic, crushed 
2 medium tomatoes, peeled, diced 
2 slices cooked ham, diced 
% CMP sliced, pimiento-stuffed olives 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
8 eggs 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon crushed tarragon 
Dash pepper 


Saute green pepper, onion, garlic, tomatoes, ham 


and olives in oil for 10 minutes or until tender. Stir 
occasionally. Beat eggs and seasonings; add to in- 
gredients in skillet. Cook, stirring occasionally until 
eggs are set. 


Four strips of bacon may be substituted for ham. 


If used, cook bacon five minutes; add vegetables, 
omitting oil. Complete cooking as above.

[n the past, dinner speakers have 
tended to be party regulars and 
conservatives. There were some 
worries about ticket sales this 
year, but the reported total of 
more than 2,000 was apparently 
satisfactory. If some of the old 
war horses of the party stayed 
away, and it was not certain that 
Ihey did, some new places at the 
Milwaukee auditorium were oc- 
cupied by others of more liberal 
persuasion who did not turn out 
when Sen. Barry Goldwater, for 
example, came to deliver his 
more conservative sermons in oth- 
er years. 


A year ago, a poll by this re- 


xuter of the party organization 
leaders in the counties showed a 
preference for Goldwater as the 
presidential nominee in 1964. 


Plainly the Arizona senator to- 


day retains a powerful bold on 
the affections of the regulars of 
the party machine, but they now 
appear persuaded that he is not 
a serious alternative choice to 
Rockefeller as a presidential can- 
didate.

Many Reasons 


The arrests began in 1944 and

the pretest* have changed. 


First was the need to destroy 


the middle class, backbone ot 
eventual anti-Communist resiit- 
ance.

Then came the 
workers who, lacking the incen- 
tives and drive offered by pri- 
vate enterprise, had to be goaded 
into producing more goods. And

Finally new m a s * 
arrest* 


started a spy »care intended to 
terrorize the population and cut 
off all contact with the West or 
with the foreigner* hi the com- 
munity. 


Pretext* for jailing people 


ranged from real aad imaginary 
war crimes, persecution ef the 
working clans in the year* be- 
fore the war, economic sabotage, 
spylag, leaving or attempting to 
leave the country without • 
pacNpOrt, spending too much 
time playing bridge, consorting 
with foreigners, criticizing the 
factory boss and making fun of 
the regime In coffee houses. 


This enabled the Communists 


to destroy the old army, the 
judiciary, the police, the wealthy 
classes, the traditional minded 
peasants, the church and the 
political parties. In fact all that 
could stand in their way. 


The pritoni overflowed. In 


1952 there were aotne 200.000 
political prisoners in Romania 
alone. And even after Stalin's 
death, in 1953, thousands more 
were it rested for rejoicing.

mum rate control by the Inter- 
state Commerce commfesioa. 


Immediately on taking* the 


helm, Heineman was off on an 
inspection tour of facilities and 
personnel along the road's 
10,000 mile system. 


The complex departmental set- 


up with a maze of executives 
was scrapped. In its place a 
streamlined divisional b r e a k - 
down was instituted, bringing 
Heineman and Fitzpatrick closer 
to the operations. 


Pores Force 


As a result, the management 


force was pared, leaving today 
only a few of t h e executives 
from the old days. Total employ- 
ment of the road has been dras- 
tically trimmed. At year-end 
employment was about 16,000, 
nearly 40 per cent below 1956. 


Heineman staged a frontal as- 


sault on the road's passenger 
deficit. He proposed a package 
removal of Zl trains to the Wis- 
consin Public Service commis- 
sion in return for a promise to 
upgrade service and add two 
other trains. The rail industry 
recoiled in surprise when the 
commission granted all except 
three of Helmsman's train re- 
moval proposals. 


The North Western's passen- 


ger deficit in 1956 rose to 27 mil- 
lion dollars. Last year this loss 
was down to $8 millions. With 
the road again petitioning the 
ICC to remove the 400s on the 
Chicago to Minneapolis-St. Paul 
run, Heineman foresees a pas- 
senger loss of only $4 million 
to $S million, what he terms 
"a manageable deficit" 


Removals of the 400s, last of 


the road's major trains, follows 
Heineman's theory that there 
is "little future in the passen- 
ger business for the Northwest- 
ern." If the plan to eliminate 
these trains is successful, the 
road plans to maintain its pres- 
ent Wisconsin service, Heineman 
said. 


The Suburban commuter op- 


eration Is a different story, or 
as Heineman says, "It's h e r e 
to stay." In 19S8 the N o r t h 
Western began upgrading the 
service, spending to date more 
than $40 m i 11 i o n for modern 
double-deck push-pull cats and 
ether equipment. 


After showing a commuter 


profit in 1960, the C. & N. W. 
posted a $2 million deficit in 
1961, and matched the loss last 
year. With new riders from the 
now d e f u n c t Chicago North 
Shore and Milwaukee railroad, 
Heineman is hopeful that 1963 
will see the breakeven point, or 
perhaps a profit on the subur- 
ban service. 


Other Moves 


In other moves since taking 


over, Heineman and Fitzpatrick 
have: 


1. Through more efficient MM 


of existing diesel power in 1956 
completely dieselized the road, 
permitting sale of some 300 
steam engines. 


2. Revamped the accounting 


system, including use of modern 
data processing equipment. 


3. Realized an annual benefit 


of $2 million by investing 4 mil- 
lions in mechanical crossing de- 
vices formerly manned by 561 
watchmen. 


4. Replaced 14 separate out- 


door repair facilities scattered 
throughout the system with a f6 
million car chop in Clinton, la. 


5. Closed its less-than-carioad 


freight h o u s e in Proviso, sub- 
stantially reducing and nearly 
eliminating a $2,700,000 loss an- 
nually from this class of traffic. 


Close Stations 


6. Embarked on a central 


agency program, closing many 
one man stations, resulting in 
an estimated annual savings of 
$1,500.000.

Heineman fought for the man- 
agement's rights to eliminate 
positions while protecting per- 
sonnel, and won.

Trial at Night 


Then came the trial at night,

aged to keep their sanity. They 
learned languages, taught them, 
l e a r n e d poetry, told stories, 
spoke about their professions. 
Chessmen were made of bread 
and so were backgammon piec- 
es. Those who were caught play- 
ing were sent to isolation cell* 
on bread and water, some- 
times for a week. They came 
back and resumed from where 
they left off. 


Even news trickled through 


to keep us informed of what was 
happening in the outside world, 
as I found in a strange sort of 
way after a transfer to Jilava 
Fortress. 


The spring of 1955 came ear- 


lier than usual and by the end 
of March it was already warm 
outside.

If the rule is to be changed 


as seems likely from the presen 
temper of party leaders, the com- 
mittee's suggestion is that en 
dprsements be given only to can 
didates who command 60 per cent 
of the convention delegates. Tra 
ditionally, endorsements 
h a v e 


been voted with a simple majori 
ty of the convention delegates 
who usually number from 2/500 
to 3,000, and are chosen in coun 
ty caucuses. 


Explains Rule 


The committee explained thai 


under the suggested 60 per ceni 
rule there would be a seconc 
ballot of the convention in 
the 


event that no candidates for gov- 
ernor, U.S. senator, or other 
statewide office got the required 
margin on the first vote. If no 
candidate won "n per cent in the 
second round of voting, the con- 
vention would be adjourned with- 
out endorsement. 


The committee also decided to 


take away some of the ammuni- 
tion of the anti-endorsement fac- 
tion within the party by replac 
ing the word "endorse" by the 
word "recommend."

action, the committee 
declared 


its support for a bill, now be- 
fore the state legislature, 
that 


would authorize district and par- 
ty conventions to choose dele-

United States noticeably raised 
its production of chemical and 
bacteriological materials in 1962, 
and it quoted "American press" 
accounts that a nerve gas called 
'GB' is being made at an arsenal 
near -Denver, Colo., and loaded 
into the warheads of rockets, 
bombs and missiles. The article 
said the Americans got the for- 
mula from defeated Germany, 
greedily grasping "whatever the 
Hitlerite criminals didn't dare to 
use." 


There is an Installation near 


Denver, Colo., called the Rocky 
Mountain 
Arsenal, 
at 
which 


poison gas is stored by the Army 
Chemical Service. All the major 
powers are presumed to have sim- 
ilar arsenals. The United States 
offered last year to participate in 
an East-West study to eliminate 
such weapons.
